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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, 7 and 8 are under consideration in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

The restriction requirement is deemed sound and proper and is hereby made FINAL. 

Again, this application has been examined to the extent readable on the elected 
compounds wherein B and Y represent phenyl optionally substituted by non-heterocyclic groups 
compounds, A is NR 1 , Q is a bond, W, R 2 , R 3 ', R 6 and R 7 represent non-heterocyclic groups and 
R 1 as set forth in claim 1, exclusively. All additional heterocycles including the rings formed by 
R 2 and R 3 and R 6 and R 7 and Y is hydrogen pertain to nonelected subject matter. It is suggested 
that the non-elected compounds be deleted. 

The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 are hereby withdrawn in view of applicants' 
newly added proviso clause. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 9 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

No support can be found in the specification for the newly added proviso clause in claim 

1. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

The plural 's' on "salts" and "diastereomers., makes claims 1-3 read on mixtures rather 
than specific compounds. 

The claims measure the invention. United Carbon Co. v, Binney & Smith ., 55 USPQ 381 
at 384, col. 1, end of 1 st paragraph, Supreme Court of the United States (1942). 

The U.S. Court of Claims held to this standard in Lockheed Aircraft Corp. v. United 
States, 193 USPQ 449, "Claims measure invention and resolution of invention must be based on 
what is claimed". 

The C.C.P.A. in 1978 held "that invention is the subject matter defined by the claims 
submitted by the applicant. We have consistently held that no applicant should have limitations 
of the specification read into a claim where no express statement of the limitation is included in 
the claim": In re Priest, 199 USPQ 1 1, at 15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action and if rewritten directed solely to the elected 
compounds. 

Claims 2 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
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the base claim and any intervening claims and if rewritten directed solely to the elected 
compounds. 

Claims 4, 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims and if rewritten directed solely to the elected compounds.
